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IMMENSE PUBLIC WORKS 


Propose to Spend $115,000 on Water Works and Sewers 
and $66,000 on Street Car Line 


At the regular meeting of the city 
council last night two sets of plans 
were laid on the table by the city 
engineer for two immensely import- 
ant and costly public works to be un- 
dertaken during the coming summer. 

The first of the plans calis for ex- 
tending the water service three miles 
and the sewage system four and one 
fifth miles. 


The second set of plans provides for 
& street railway from Kinistino to 
Twenty-first street on Jasper avenue 
and from Jasper to the Canadian Nor- 
thern depot on First street. 


The estimated cost of the sewer and 
water works extensions is $115,000, and 
the estimated cost of the street rail- 
way which it is proposed to build is 
$66,000. 

In answer to a question by Alder- 
man Boyle when the plans were laid 
on the table, Mr. Hargreaves, city en- 
gineer, stated, in effect, that the water 
works and sewer extensions proposed 
were for the west end only, and that 
no work could be done in the east end 
this year. 

These plans are subject to the rat- 
ification of the aldermen before they 
can be submitted to the ratepayers for 
approval of the expenditure. 

At the meeting last night there were 
present Aldermen Boyle, Picard, Latta, 
Mays, Smith and Bellamy, with Mayor 
May in the chair. 

After the minutes were read a dele- 
gation from among the directors of the

In connection with these recommenda- 
tions the city engineer proposes that 
the city call for tenders for the neces- 
ary water pipes and sewer pipes, 
valves, hydrants, eic. The estimat- 
ed cost of the whole work, including 
the laying of the mains and the sup- 
ply of the material is $115,900, accord- 
ing to the figures of the city engin- 
eer. 

The city commissioners in the same 
report also recommend that the city 
purchase a concrete mixer, a cemeni 
tester, a road rolier, and a sewer 
trench machine, and an _  additiona! 
street sprinkler at an estimated cost 
for the entire bill of $10,000. 

For the supplying of crushed rock 
the commissioners in their report state 
that it is quite possible that the city 
might be able to make an advantageous 
arrangement.for the coming summer 
with some local contractor for the de- 
livery of che same to the city, but that 
failing that, the corimissioners recom- 
hendcd that a crusher b2 purchased and 
that the city take out its own rock 
from the river or from the ciiy gravel 
pits. 

The report of the comrnissioners 
was received by the council and laid 
on the table to be considered at a 
special meeting, the date of which ‘has 
not yet been set. . 

The recommendations of the commis- 
sioners were not gone into except that 
Alderman Boyle esked if it was not 
the intention to make the outlet of 
the sewers called for in the recom- 
mendations via a trunk line through 
the east end. 

Commissioner Hargreaves admitted 
that this was the ultimate intention, 
but that for the present the system 
proposed to be obuilt this summer 
would have to have its outlet via the 
First street sewer. As this sewer is 
not large enough to accommodate sur- 
face water from the entire section 
which the plans proposed to cover it 
was explained that only sewage could 
be handled until the east end section 
was completed. 

Ald. Boyle asked if the east end 
trunk line was to be built this year, 
and City Commissioner Hargreaves 
stated that the east end section was 
another work altogether, and that it 
could not be completed this year. 

Alderman Boyle asked if the com- 
missioners had any recommendation 
‘alling for @ commencement of opera- 
ions in that end this summer and Com- 
missioner Hargreaves said they had 
not. Alderman Boyle wanted to know 
if enough men wer? put on, whether 
the work could not be completed this 
year, to which the commissioner  re- 
plied that they might strike water in 
the trenches, and it would be impos- 
sible to complete the work this sum- 
mer. 

The whole question was then passed 
along to the special meeting. 

The next report of the commissioners 
was the map and plan showing the 
street car lines recommended to be con- 
structed by the city.

The total cost of the work, the city 
engineer figures, will be $78,000. of 
this it is proposeé that for this year 
the First street svction shall stop at 
the C. N. R. depot and that the Jasper 
section be built as provided by the 
plans, at a total cost of $66,000. 

The plans are for a singie track 
to be laid on Jasper On the north 
side of the middle of the road and 
on First on the east side of the mid- 
dle, with the trolley poles down the 
centre, providing room for adding a

Bruderheim Gase Nearing an End---Defence Witnesses Oc- 


cupy the Siand To-day 


With the court room crowded to the 
doors, the second trial of Ludwig Lilge, 
charged with the crime of murder, is 
proceeding, intense interest is being 
taken in the hearing of the evidence. 
Up to yesterday afternoon practically 
no new evidence to that which came 
out at the last trial had been taken. 

At three o’clock Mr. McDonald, Crown 
prosecutor, called his last witness, 
Samuel Nankin, the Edmonton jeweler 
who showed that the number on the 
burnt watch found in Lilge’s engine 
corresponded with that on a memoran- 
dum which he made at the time he sold 
Leslie a watch. 

The of Sergt. 
Pennyquick was continued at the open- 
ing of the afternoon session. Witness 
did not knowt hat the statement 


crogss-examination 


of 
Lilge was improperly and irregularly 
obtained. He had no way of finding 
out. The large knife exhibited ‘‘S” 
had been brought to the Fort by 
Hoehme some time after Hoehme had 
been let out on bail. When searching 
at Lilge’s house for the note given him 
by Hoehme, witness did not allow the 
prisoner to go into the house to search 
his own papers. Witness spoke about 
the’ ring of a watch which he had found 
in the prisoner’s pocket, and said he 
had not brought it up from the Fort, 


as it had not been considered of in- 
terest in the case at the last trial. 
Mr. Biggar asked witness if the ring 
was burnt, and witness said that it 
was blackened, but would not swear 
that this had been caused by fire. <A 


telephone message was sent io the Fort 
asking that the ring be sent up. A 
man immediately started with the ring 
for the city. and- His Lordship ad- 
journed court until this morning. Sergt. 
Pennyquick’s evidence regarding the 
ring will likely conclude the evidence 
for the Crown, and it is probabiethat 
several witnesses wiil we called for the 
defence. Gustave Hoehme, the man 
who was acquitted last year on the 
same charge, has been subpoened as a 
witness. 

Throughout the trial the prisoner 
has maintained a most cheerful aspect, 


and appears to regard the situation at 


present, very hopeful. 

This morning’s session of the court 
was taken up with the hearing of evi- 
dence for the defence, and several wit- 
nesses were put into the box. At the 
opening of the court the ring which 
was sent for yesterday afternoon, was 
produced by Sergt. Pennyquick. 

When the court adjourned at noon, 
Mrs. Hoehme, wife of Gustave Hoeme, 
was in the box, and her examination 
will continue this afternoon. The case 
will likely be concluded this evening. 

John Sheurman, was the first witness 
called for the defence. Sheurman is a 
farmer at Bruderheim, and is a broth- 
er-in-law of the deceased. He testified 
to a peculiarity of the prisoner of tak- 
ing little things that did not belong to 
him. He said that he had noticed the 
peculiarity for several yzars. 

Cross-examined, the witness spoke of 
several occasions when the prisoner 
had taken things. ;

THAT LOCAL IMPROVEMENT TAX 
Editor Bulletin : 

The Local Improvement Tax, 
complaint against which was r2- 
cently made in the Bulletin, is of 
small impogt so far as one indivi- 
dual is concerned, but amounts to 
considerable in the aggregate. 
Probably a majority of the settlers 
in Alberta are from the States and 
have repeatedly been told by immi- 
gration agents that there are 0 
taxes in Northwest Canada, except 
a small school tax. Americans ap- 
preciate good schools and good 
roads and are willing to be taxed 
a reasonable amount to maintain 
trem, but do not like to be taxed 
for pretense, or big salaries to 
worthless or needless emvloyees. 

The Legislative Assembly for the 
Northwest Territories evidently 
meant well when it members enacted 
the present Local Improvement 
Ordinance, but they certainly erred 
in judgment. I believe Sir Isaac 
Newton once admitted that when 
theory is opposed to fact, fact must 
be recogniz2d. 

I once heard Mr. Tabbot explain 
the theory of the Local Impmrove- 
ment Ordinance. The theory is 
that in a large district—four town- 
ships—better roads will be made 
for less money than would be pos- 
sible to get in small districts, but 
fact will demonstrate that it would 
have been much better to have di- 
vided the township into four dis- 
tricts, although it might not be in 
harmony with the seeming tendency 
to centralize power in Canada. In 
the States, all powers not especial- 
ly delegated to the Congress are 
reserved to the states to get them 
as near the people as_ possible. 
Here the reverse appears to be the 
rule. In the actual workings of 
the Lecal Improvement Ordinance, 
as in the School Ordinance. tax- 
payers have no voice except to 
meet and elect—not by ballot as in 
the States, but viva voce—officials 
to enforce the arbitrary rules and 


regulations laid down by the de- 
partment. The four councillors, 
not the ratepayers, have the power 


to fix the tax for road purposes. 
The same is true of the powers of 
a school board. The only two dis- 
tricts I have reports from fixed the 
road tax at eight dollars, and one, 
at least, allows. forty cents per 
hour for man and team, with no 
provison that the team shall not be 
a scheme 


a cayuse. It is simply to 
rob (pardon the term, but I am 
in the habit of calling a spade 


a spade), non-resident taxpayers 
to help out a few fellows who would 
prefer starvation to actual manual 
labor. 

I challenge any one to show that 
the read work for 1905 in township 
45 range 20 west 4th is worth one- 
fourth what it cost, yet taxes have 
been raised from $4.80 to $8.00. 
Non-residznts would be justified in 
going into court to see if tney can 
be forced to pay taxes on land that 
is not taxable while it remains the 
C. P. R. Justice 
certainly would not and law should 
not tax this land simply because 
it has become the prospective pro- 
perty of men of smaller means. I 
am a resident and do not own any 
railroad land; neither do I reside 
in the township mentioned. 

In any new country one will find 
sharks of lesser as well as greater 
magnitude, and this Local Im- 
provement Ordinance furnishes a 
fine field for the overaions of some 
or the lesser ones. The more local 
road work can be made the more in- 
in it and our 
first Legislative Assembly would do 
well to divide each township into 
four districts and allow the voters 
to fix the amount of tax instead of 
leaving ‘it to one-man power.

Meeting Held at Cronn’s Cafe Last 
Night Attended by Fifty

A meeting of medical men of 
Northern Alberta. occurred in 
Cronn’s Cafe last night, the result 
of which will in all probability be 
the formation of a College of 
Physicians and Surgeons for the 
Province of Alberta, to take the 
place, so far as this province is 
concerned, of the present College of 
Physicians and Surgeons of the 
North-West Territories. 

The old society, which is 
cognized by the ordinances of the 
North-West Territories, was for 
the three territories now constituted 


re- 


as the Provinces of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan. The readjustment 
in legislative boundaries makes 


desirable a readjustment of territory 
under the jurisdiction of the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, and it 
was with this idea in view that the 
convention in Edmonton was called. 

There were present at the con- 
vention: Dr, Brett, president of 
the Council of the Territorial College 
of Physicians and Surgeons; Dr. 
Seymour of Regina, vice-president ; 
Dr. Lafferty of Calgary, registrar ; 
and Dr. Stewart of Roshern, a 
member of the executive ; besides 
Dr. Deveber of Lethbridge, and 
some fifty members of the medical 
profession from points in Northern 
Alberta. Of these, about thirty were 
from Edmonton, every Edmonton 
practitioner with the exception of 
one or two being present.
